Installing one of the latest types 

of section mourd vulcanizing ma- 
chines this week, Coster, The Tire 
Man, at 2202 Macdonald avenue 
announced yesterday that he is 
now “prepared to handle work on 
any size and high-pressure type 
of tire made. 

The new vulcanizer, manufactur- 
ed by the Bacon company, is a 
three-cavity devicé wth multiple 
moulds that make it possibie for 
any size tire to be fitted and vul- 
canized. The machine was install- 
ed at a cost of over $509. 

Coster, proprietor of the estab- 
lishment, first went into the tire 
vulcanizing business five years ago 
at his present location, 2202 Mrc- 
donald avenue. His business devel- 
opment to such a point that his 
original quarters became too sm ally 
he enlarged the place about two 
years later. 

Coster, in addition to his val- 
canizing business, also fives an 
eight-hour battery service, using 
the Hobart Bros. type of battery 
charger. He specializes in the sale 
of a special battery designed and 
manufactured by himself and guar- 
anteed for one year. 

A retail tire business is also 
conducted in the same estabiish- 
ment by Coster, who handles the 
Sefberling Cords, Goodyear and 
Sampson brands of tires. At an 
earlv date he also expecta to 
handle the Mohawk brand. 

Service in all the above-named 
departments is given by Coster 
daily between the hours of 6 a. m. 
and 9 p. m.
